T he C alled T h ree P e r C ents D istu rb in g 
th e N ational lla n k s. 
W ashing to n, September 2:id.—Inquiry 
made at the Treasury Departm ent to-day in 
regard to the published statem ent that the 
National llanks are being greatly disturbed 
by the calling in of the three-per-cent, 
bonds, which form the principal basis of 
their circulation, it was learned that sev­ 
eral of these institutions have given notice 
of withdraw al from the system, and that 
others are trying to have their called bonds 
retained as the basis for circulation, pre­ 
ferring to forego the interest altogether 
rather than risk buying four and four and 
a halt per cents at the present high pre­ 
m ium . It has always been held by the 
Treasury Department that when bonds 
cense to bear interest they become unavail­ 
able as a basis of circulation. This ruling, 
however, has lately been contested by some 
of the banks, and the question has been re­ 
ferred to the Attorney-General for his opin­ 
ion. 
Until this opinion is rendered the 
Departm ent m ust of course adhere to its 
practice. In m any cases, however, banks 
whose bonds have been called are deferring 
their replacement, expecting apparently a 
decision allowing those bonds to rem ain. 
In the m eantim e the Comptroller of the 
Currency, the Treasurer nnd the Register 
are so busily engaged w ith replacements 
and withdrawals that it is not considered 
likely that the Departm ent will be very ex­ 
acting w ith banks that have failed to sur­ 
render theircalled bond3. 
A letter was re­ 
ceived to-day from a leading financier of 
New York, suggesting that as the exchange 
of bonds will lock u p a good deal of money 
jiist nt this time, when it is in ercat need 
in the moving of crops, it would not be 
well for the Government to force banks be­ 
yond a reasonable degree of diligence in 
substituting other bonds for called threes. 
It is understood that the question will be 
left open until the return of Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Garland, who is expected back about 
the tirst of next m onth.

How often has the Democracy 
been rent asunder and gone about de­ 
vouring itself? 
Mr. B artlett him self de­ 
serted the candidates of his party and 
voted for his political opponent, as Mr. 
Swift has cited. 
It stands to the credit of 
the Republican nominee th at all his polit­ 
ical life has been above-board, and he 
makes no concealment or evasion concern­ 
ing it. 
The question before the people is 
one of Republicanism, progression, economy 
and wise adm inistration on the one hand, 
or of Democratic wastefulness, demagogy, 
trickery, weakness and m aladm inistration 
on the other. 


S t . L o u is, September 23d.—Although the 
m orning broke clear and warm, and the 
grand parade postponed from Tuesday was 
to occur at 11 o'clock, the crowds on the 
street early 
this 
m orning were mnch 
sm aller than on any previous m orning this 
week. By 9 o'clock the citizens and visit­ 
ors began to emerge from their resting- 
places, and available points of observation 
along the line of m arch and the vicinity of 
the places of rendezvous of the various 
divisions was soon occupied by a mass of 
patient and perspiring spectators. 
Last 
night's and this m orning's outgoing trains 
carried m any departing Knights and visit­ 
ors, although the exodus was not suffi­ 
ciently large to make 
any appreciable 
dim inution in the crowds on the streets. 
Previous to the parade there was but little 
m arching through the streets, except so far 
as necessary to place the participants in 
position, both musicians and Knights re­ 
serving their strength for the four-mile 
tram p later in the day. 
But little breeze 
was blowing, and the prospects for heat 
somewhat discouraged those who intended 
to take part in the procession. 
THE rARADE. 
At 11 o'clock the signal for the start was 
given and the procession moved. The pro­ 
cession was headed by a platoon of a h un­ 
dred police. 
It was 11:45 when the head of 
the procession reached the reviewing stand 
in front o f the Exposition building, where 
the members of the Grand Encam pm ent 
were assembled in a body. It was nearly 
2 o’clock when the last division past and 
the Grand Encam pm ent returned to its as­ 
sembly-rooms. As the procession passed 
the reviewing stand various evolutions and 
motions were gone through w ith by the Sir 
K nights and the bands. There were two 
skillful bands accompanying the Knights. 
Every skillful or unusual m ovem ent was 
loudly applauded by tbe crowds which 
lined the street and filled the four rows of 
windows in the exposition building.

The am endm ent to change the clause of 
the constitution empowering the Grand 
Encam pm ent to designate the tim e and 
place oi' the next encampm ent by substi­ 
tuting “ tbe encampm ent shall be held ill 
the city of W ashington, D. C., in the 
m onth of December, at such tim e in said 
m onth as the Grand Master may direct,” 
was voted down by a large majority, as was 
also the proposition to abolish parades 
and m ake Grand Encampm ents purely 
business sessions. 
TO-DAY's PROCEEDINGS. 
T be St. Louis Grand Encam pm ent m et 
soon after tbe time announced lor their as­ 
sembly this morning, and transacted but 
little business. A t tbe m orning session the 
election of officers was tlic first business in 
order after the reading and correction of 
the m inutes of the preceding meeting. Sir 
Knight Charles Roame, of New York, 
Em inent Grand Master, was elected Most 
E m inent Grand Master, and Sir K night 
John I’. S. Gobin. of Lebanon, Pa., was 
elected to fill the vacancy eansed by the 
former’s promotion. Robert Enoch W ithers, 
Most Em inent G iand Master, was present 
at the election, but his health permitted 
hint sim ply to surrender the ensigns of 
office w ithout m aking a retiring speech. A 
recess was then taken in order to permit 
the members of the Encam pm ent to take 
part in the parade. 
At (he afternoon session, Knight Hugh 
McCurdy, of Corunna, Mich., was made 
Grand Generalissimo; Sir Knight W arren 
Larue Thomas, of Louisville, Grand Cap­ 
tain-General ; Sir K night R. II. Lloyd, of 
San Francisco, Senior W arden ; Sir Knight 
II. B. Stoddard, of Texas, Junior W arden ; 
Sir K night H . W. Lyons, of Connecticut, 
Grand Treasurer, and Sir K night W . B. 
Isaacs, of W isconsin, Grand Recorder. The 
appointive officers will be announced to­ 
morrow by Grand Master-elect Roame. In 
m any cases contests were noted for the va­ 
rious offices, and num erous ballots were 
necessary to arrive at an election. All the 
standing committees reported, and their 
reports were approved. The Committees 
on Ritual and Location of Perm anent En­ 
cam pm ent will report to-morrow. 
To-night the K nights divided their time 
between watching the Trades display and 
attending receptions held by the various 
Commanderies. The Trades display was 
gotten up on a magnificent scale, but its 
effect was somewhat m arred by a general 
illum ination of the streets along the line of 
march. 
To-morrow will be the last day of the 
Conclave proper. 
T he members of tbe 
Grand Encam pm ent say they will surely 
finish the business before them during the 
day, and some of the more sanguine pre­ 
dict an adjournm ent after the m orning 
session. 
Already many K nights are leav­ 
ing the city, and the exodus to-morrow 
will be very noticeable.

TREMENDOU3 EXPLOSION. 


T w o C h in am en ltlo w n to F r a g m e n ts a t 
th e G ian t P o w d er W o rk s. 
[S. F. B ulletin, Septem ber 23d.J 
A sharp report and a palpable quiver 
of the ground roused the peaceful people 
of Oakland and Berkeley as they sat at 
the breakfast tables at half-past 8 o’clock 
this morning. Everyone asked liis neigh­ 
bor “ W hat is that ?” and every neighbor 
responded “ W hat is that ?” The telephone 
wires from Berkeley quickly reported an 
explosion at the works of the Giant Pow­ 
der Company, at H ighland Station, a short 
distance north front W est Berkeley, upon 
the bay coast of Alameda county. 
The 
force of the concussion, and also of the de­ 
tonation, is an unusual testim onial to the 
terrible power of high explosives, for but 
100 pounds of explosive m aterial were 
discharged. The Giant Powder W orks are 
situated on the slope of a hill, the foot of 
which is tapped by the tides of the bay. 
The magazines are built into the side of the 
hill, the paeking-houses also are at the base 
of the bluff, while the places where the 
m aterials are combined into deadly explo­ 
sives are flimsy wooden structures upon 
the brow of the elevation. One of these 
wooden buildings was used as a place for 
m ixing nitro-glycerine and gun cotton. It 
was a little house about fifteen feet square. 
Two Chinamen were engaged in m ixing 
the explosives in large pans. 
W hat oc­ 
curred in the building no one knows. The 
Superintendent and the foreman and the 
laborers heard a great noise, a cloud of 
dust and smoke rose into the air, and a 
shower of kindling wood fell upon the 
ground. The little m ixing-house hud dis­ 
appeared. 
A hole in the ground told where 
it had been. 


CH IN AM EN BLOWN TO FRAGMENTS. 
The two Chinamen had been blown into 
the merest fragments. 
Scattered pieces of 
the two hum an bodies, shreds of (fesh and 
ends of bone, were picked up from the 
ground and laid in a packing-box eighteen 
inches long and twelve inches wide and 
twelve inches deep. The box was branded 
appropriately with the nam e of the com­ 
pany that made the powder, to receive 
which the box was intended. 
The pieces 
of body were indistinguishable. 
One of the Chinam en killed had been 
employed for six years, and was regarded 
as the most efficient and careful m an in the 
departm ent in which he worked. 
He was 
the principal assistant of the foreman of 
the mixing-house. 
Frank Roller, Superintendent of 
the 
works, said that no explanation of the dis­ 
aster could be given. 
No fire is about the 
works. The loss in money by the explosion 
will not exceed $500. The m aterials in the 
demolished house would have m ade about 
100 pounds of cartridges. 


POW ERFUL 
EX PLO SIV E. 
“ The combination that was being made is 
one o? the most powerful of explosives, is 
it not. Mr. Roller ?” 
•* The most powerful explosive in the 
world,” replied the Superintendent, with 
som ething of pride in his tone. Regular 
work at the powder works was not dis­ 
turbed by the disaster, and the m en there 
employed expressed surprise that the con­ 
cussion was felt and the detonation liétird 
ten m iles from the works. 
The report of the explosion and a per­ 
ceptible shock caused m any people in the 
lower part ot this city to inquire about it. 
Passengers on the ferry boats also heard the 
report, and saw a volume of w hite smoke 
rise from the coast line near West Berkeley. 
Rum ors of a great disaster were im m e­ 
diately circulated, and as telephonic com­ 
m unication with the works was interrupted, 
some tim e elapsed before the facts were 
known.

Mrs. Kidder is visiting in San F ran­ 
cisco. and all the other members of the 
family have em ploym ent that takes them 
from home during the day, the Celestial 
being left alone, to do his work and take 
care of things. About 11:30 A. M. yesterday 
one of the family returned hom e to dinner, 
but the meal was not ready and the cook 
was missing. 
Inquiry in the neighborhood 
revealed the fact th at he was seen going 
away w ith a bundle about 9 a . m. A short 
time afterwards, when Burt. K idder reached 
the house and heard of the C hinam an's dis­ 
appearance, he feared the fellow had stolen 
something, and hurrying to his room found 
that his fears were well founded, as a gold 
watch and chain, a pistol and $100 in m oney 
had disappeared.

THE CITY rSDEBTEOTESS. 


A P lan Suggested for its R edaction and 
Early E xtinguishm ent. 
Eds. R ecord-I’nion : 
I liad the privil­ 
ege of offering a few ideas on our city debt 
question in the columns of the Bee. If 
you will give m e the same privilege I will 
try to have a say through your columns. 
I will only claim credit for what I say that 
contains true m erit. 
I shall not consent willingly to cry en­ 
largem ent of the city debt. 
I should do 
all in m y power to decrease the debt each 
year by the payment of a part of it, and 
for this purpose would strain every tim ber 
in the city ship. 
If, in order to the rapid 
extinguishm ent of the debt, it should be­ 
come necessary to decrease the city ex­ 
penses, I shall make very m any assaults 
upon salaries, upon cost of purchases, 
upon om itted duties of citizens, against 
hireling services, etc. The one sufficient 
explanation m ust be a desire to wipe out. 
or at least very m aterially dim inish, the 
debt. 
The rapid dim inution of the debt is 
necessary to imm ediate prosperity. W ithin 
a few years the State will fill up with peo­ 
ple, and they will require food, clothing, 
utensils, lioiises, credit, and an endless 
num ber of other things. 
W e cannot sup­ 
ply them unless we go at it unhandicapped. 
T he strength to do it m ust largely arise 
from the exercise of m ind and muscle in 
our tight with the city debt. 
W e have lost 
m any golden opportunities by not being in 
earnest, by not seizing opportunities, by 
not setting sail when the tide was in our 
favor. 
. 
If the city can at some tim e save a lialf, 
third or quarter of our indebtedness by a 
tim ely purchase of bonds, we m ust have a 
friend w ith the cash to effect this saving, 
w ith the known disposition of the people 
to bear out at all hazards the act of our 
agents. W ith all of this lopping off of ex­ 
penses, w ith such ready, helping cash, w ith 
all of our disposition to keep out of debt, 
it will not be possible to get out in a day, 
noreven in a very short period of tim e. We 
shall be obliged to purchase the outstand­ 
ing bonds of the ci^y. under the best com­ 
promise obtainable, and if there are some 
bonds not to be had, or found, we m ust 
keep them unaffected by our redemption 
of those tbat can be found. But even if 
they should enhance in value to a certain 
degree, we m ust pay the debt, or a very 
large part of it, all the same, and start off 
in a form not to be hindered in our future 
race. 
I believe that the true way to get a favor­ 
able compromise is to offer improved qual­ 
ity for increased quantity—offer the best 
security we have in the shortest tim e we 
can estimate, and we shall find the largest 
and best offer for our intended credit. 
Let no one suppose that we, as a people, 
need no well-defined lino of policy. 
We 
m ust have money to pay our debts, and to 
get it cheaply we m ust give the best secu­ 
rity and the shortest time. Then we shall 
have offers of credit. 
If we wish to refund 
the $1,062,000 now in bonds we m ust let 
the shortest bonds become due in about six 
years. 
I would place it at three years, but 
it will take tbat long to pay our overdue 
interest, which are with silliness called 
coupons. W ith a reasonable compromise 
the city ought to pay these in three years 
or less. 
By an advance in our water rates 
it could be paid in a m uch shorter time, 
and the lightening our burden of debt 
would far overbalance the increased strain 
of our yearly earnings. But as this past- 
due interest is non-interest-bearing it may 
be best to let this stand and m ake our first 
issue of new bonds payable yearly, in three 
instalm ents. 
W hichever class of creditors 
will give us the best terms, after we have 
stated to them tbat we are truly desirous of 
lessening our city debt, that class shall re­ 
ceive our best favors and our hearty thanks. 
Now let me say, that nearly everybody 
with a soul in him gives his sym pathy and 
good will to the m an who is trying and 
succeeding in paying off a debt. 
It is al­ 
most like a man sw im m ing for his life—the 
people are ready to throw him a rope. 
A 
city that can take bold of a debt and rap­ 
idly demolish it becomes, to a certain ex­ 
tent, a moral hero, and will not only ac­ 
complish its purpose with a steady advance, 
but swim with an accelerating progress, for 
in a m oral effort there is an increase of mo­ 
m entum . 
My distinct proposition for a compro­ 
mise would be that Meyer and Davis and 
other bondholders be requested to place 
their bonds in the hands of D. O. Mills & 
Co. for collection at the compromise price, 
the bonds to be paid at the will of the city, 
but at least one-third of the bonds so placed 
to be paid for each year, with the interest, 
and the whole in say three years. Of course 
it is not expected that all the bonds will be 
thus placed; but if they should be, then it 
would be necessary to issue some new 
bonds to run longer. 
If legal points shall be raised about the 
am ount of taxes to levy, let them come up ; 
but afier we have got a reasonable and fair 
compromise, let the city work in favor of 
the largest levy that we can stand for that 
year. This will be an assault upon our 
debt that will end in a speedy capitulation 
of our comcatable bonds—" the enemy will 
be otirs.” 
The reduction of our debt will be so im ­ 
m ediate and so perceptible that we shall 
all take courage, and the incomer will share 
in our encouragement. O ur city debt is 
believed to be a great hindrance to city ad­ 
vancement, and, believing it to be so, is, in 
a measure, to us as if it were so. 
If we 
proceed no farther than to reduce the debt 
so low that it will not frighten manufact­ 
urers or capitalists, we shall do a good 
th in g ; but if we rapidly annihilate the 
whole, we shall do still better.

OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION 


Proclamation. 


State of Ca lifo r n ia, 
E x e c u tiv e L e p a rtm e n t, 
S acram en to , July 31,, 1886. j 


W HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, ol the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S ectio n 1. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 


prorided, that In all cases aetlons may be main­ 
tained against the Tax Collect ir to recover Il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty davs after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts iu which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


Nothing In this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore In­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ceount of any soch assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop' ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in lull force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be m ade in th e year eighteen

hu n d red and eighty-six, and shall be upon th a 
gross earnings, to be ascertained os herein ; 


value, to be ascertained as provided by law . 
T he w ord property, as used in th is article a n d 
section, is hereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
o ther m atters and things, real, personal an d 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership: prorided, 
th a t grow ing crops, pnq>er:y used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
th e U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in th is State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. G row ing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be an d shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of th e realty; and, 
prurided further, th a t railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ot this article; and, 
provided further, th a t th e Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for tlie exem ption from taxation of ships 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled in 
th is state, or niRy tax such ships and vessels on 
th e ir gross or n et earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. T he Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or tru st deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law , require 
each taxpayer In this State to m ake and deliver 
to ihe County Assessor, an n u ally , a statem ent 
u n d er oatlf, setting torih specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, exc. p t railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of th is article, ow ned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on th e 
111 st M onday In M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or d istrict in w hich it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law . Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before th e first day of July o f each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an an n u al tux of two and 
a h a lf p er cent upon th e gross earnings, earned 
w ith in th is State, of such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon tho thirty-first day of Decem ber 
next preceding, w hich tax shail be iu lieu of 
ail other State and county taxes iqnin th e fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and th eir 
appurtenances, an d upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art o f srreh railroad, and upon tlie 
shares of tire capital stock, and u¡>ou the m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or o th er obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed cud taxed 
as o th er property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during th e year 
ending on th e thirty-first day ot Decem ber last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before th e fi ret day of May thereafter, ascertained 
am i declared by th e State Board of E qualization, 
u nder such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; prorided, however, th a t 
th e Legislature m ay at any tim e pass law s p re­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroads ore situated partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout th is State, the gross a n ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


First- The gross earnings w hich, du rin g th e 
year last preceding, have been earned w holly 
w ith in th is State. 


Second—T he gross earnings w hich, during th e 
sam e year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
S tate and partK w ithout this state, w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een th is State and other Sia'es or T errito­ 
ries, in th e proportion w hich th e num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in th is state, and 
used in m aking such eam iugs, bears to ~ h e 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by the use of 
v.-hiehsuch cam lngs have been m ade. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earning» thus ascertained 
shall be added to th e earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin th e State, and the total th n s obtained 
shall be taken and deem ed to be th e gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. 
For every purpose of this 
section, except for th e purpose of ascertaining 
th e proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings m ade w holly w ithin th is -tate, 
all railroads operated as one system bhall he 
treated as one road. O ne-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning o r operating 
railroads u n d er th e provisions of this section 
shall becom e p art of th e G eneral Fund of this 
State, and tw o th ir Js thereof shall be paid to 
the county or ceunties iu w hich said railroad Is 
situated, iu proportion to th e length of the rail­ 
road operated iu the several counties, to r the 
purposes o f this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing or refusing to ra y the 
tax herein provided, w hen th e sam e shall be­ 
come due. or w ithin th irty days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to have w aived th e ir rig h t to operate 
th eir railroads w ithin this State. The 
herein provided for. together w ith such penalties 
as th e Legislature m ay im pose for the non pay- 
n t thereof, shall be a lien upon th e property 
nereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in snch m anner as th e Legislature 
m ay by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the sam e are situated w ithin the b oondanes of 
any com m on school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
th e electors ol th e district, a t a special election 
held for th a t purpose, the sam e as other prop­ 
erty situaied w ithin th e district, anything in 
this article to th e contrary notw ithstanding. 
A nd all railroads, as far a i th ey aro situated 
w ithin the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or tow n, shall be subject to an ad valorem taz 
for m unicipal purposes th e sam e as « h e r prop­ 
erty situated therein, an y th in g in ffiJs article to 
th e contrary notw ithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed and 
collected from perseas, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business In th is átate, or any one or moreol 
them , in such cases and am ounts and in sncb 
m anner as sh all be prescribed by 'aw. No Court 
w ithin th is State sh all hav e pow e-. by ltrjunc 
tion or otherw ise, to interfere w ith, b in d er or 
delay th e collection of any tax la ir tndcr the 
form of law, except upon a show L 
that the 
same property h as been taxed m ore th a n once 
for the Same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl< upon payment to th e T ax Collector, or In tc 
Court, ol R.sumeqnalto the amount of one ot 
th e taxes so laid upon th e property it queation, 


and eighty-five. T axation for th e fiscal year 
ending Ju n e th irtieth , eighteen h u n d red and 
eighty five, is not affected by th is am endm ent.

S en ato r S tanford au d th e 
K night* of

S an F ra n c isc o , September 23d.—An in­ 
terview was held yesterday between Sena­ 
tor Stanford — representing the llarket- 
street Cable Company—and a delegation of 
the company's employes. The latter de­ 
sired to know if objection wouid be made 
to them continuing in the employ of tbe 
company if they belonged to the K nights 
of Labor, and generally to get Senator Stan­ 
ford's views on the subject. Senator Stan­ 
ford replied in general terms that it made 
no difference to the company whether its 
employes belonged to any such organization 
or not; that every employe who did bis 
duty would be protected in bis place, 
w hether he be a K night of Labor or other­ 
wise. The company would not be preju­ 
diced against any employe because of his 
joining tbe Knights ot Labor. In conclu­ 
sion, be suggested that if tbe interests of 
workingmen on this coast were separated 
in a measure from those of tbe East, 
it wouid be wiser to form a separate organ­ 
ization. H e called attention to tbe case of 
tbe coal m iners on tbe Union Pacific who 
bad no grievance whatever, but who were 
ordered out because of tbe trouble further 
east. The mines in consequence were shut 
down, aiid hundreds of m iners thrown out 
of employment, and families rendered des­ 
titute. They are still w ithout work. Such 
action, where there exists no grievance, is 
suicidal, aud ruins the common interests of 
employer and employe. Tbe delegation 
departed apparently well satisfied with the 
candid ana friendly m anner in which they 
had been received. 
Swift’s Views on th e Irrig a tio n Q uestion. 
S an B u e n a v e n tu ra , September 23d.— 
Swift addressed a very large and attentive 
audience here last night. He was repeat­ 
edly applauded and created a very favora­ 
ble impression. 
H e said, speaking of the 
water question : 
“ T he necessity of a wise 
and just system of irrigation, to bring Cali­ 
fornia up to the m axim um of production, 
is manifest : but the details of such a sys­ 
tem are still open to inquiry and debute. 
The people are entitled to the benefit of the 
best learning and intelligence to be exer­ 
cised in their behalf. 
F urther than that I 
am not willing at this tim e to commit m y­ 
self. How best to carry ont the design of

shali be the law,’ I would hesitate and lay 
down the pen, till by more time and further 
exam ination I could resolve w hat was best 
for the whole people. 
And so I believe 
would any man w ith m ind enough to make 
laws for the S tate.".
